City Council 


Council Airs ‘Everything “| 


In Three Hours 


The ‘new’ Albany City 
Council took three hours and 10 
minutes Monday night to pains- 
takingly cover an agenda only 
a page and a half long. 


They did not hole a work ses- 
sion before the 5 pin, meeting. 
Such items as the treasurer’s 
report, report of the Finance 
officer and communications 
were transferred to the City 
Clerk's desk for stucy ‘by inter- 
ested citizens. 


As each jtem came up on the 
agenda, Mayor Richard Clark 
asked first for Council com- 
ment, then for comment from 
the audience. 

Council unanimousiy voted to 
make available to the public by 
5 p.m. Friday all communica- 
tions to be discussed at the fol- 
lowing Monday night meting. 
They will be at the City Hall 
and at the Albany Public Li 
brary. 

Near the end of the meeting, 
Robert Elliott congratulated 
Council, stating the meeting 
was like ‘‘a breath of fresh air 

- a long breath of fresh air!” 

Resolutions, read in their en- 
tirety and approved unanimous- 
ly, extended the bus stop red 
zone on San Pablo Ave. at Dart- 
mouth, appointed Beverly Feu- 
sier as secretary to Administra- 
tive Officer James B. Turner, 
commended J. Henry Kruse for 
service to the Albany Library 
Board of Trustees (he was re 
appointed by Mayor Clark), 
commended Lewis M. Howell 
for 22 years of service on the 
Council, commended Joe Carle- 
varo for 12 years on the Coun- 
cil, and commended City Clerk 
Patricia A. George for her effi- 
cient administration of the Al- 
bany Municipal Election, her 
first. They verbally commended 
her for the taxing effort on the 
recount, which made it neces- 
sary for her to do her regular 
work over the weekend. 

A letter from Elliott asked 
for elimination of work ses- 
sions, open participation by citi- 
zens in Council proceedings and 
complete and accurate records 
of “all Council proceedings, in- 
cluding names of citizens speak- 
ing for and against proposals 
and more of.a description of 
communications and_ resolu- 
tions. He verbally said he did 
not mean to discredit Mrs. 
George. 

Mrs. George said in a memo 
that she followed Robert's 
Rules and League of California 
Cities’ suggestions on minutes, 
adding verbatim records are 
lengthy and expensive. 

Held over for one week were 
actions on a request for a reso- 
lution endorsing State Proposi- 
tion 1, Park Bond Measure; a 
resolution from the City o€ 
Chino, and action on Veterans’ 
Yellow Cab Company of Rich- 
mond requesting a rate in- 
crease. A public hearing will be 
held next Monday on the cab 
fare increase. 

Council 
George’s 


approved Mrs. 
request to proclaim 
April 22-27 as “City Clerk’s 
Week,” naming a committee to 
reactivate the Sister City Pro- 
gram, and the application by E. 
J. Rooney, Superintendent of 
Parks and Recreation, and Beu- 
lah Belling, Director of the Sen- 
ior Center, for a mini-grant 
program to provide free health 
services for senior citizens, a 
program which will be located 
at Albany Hospital. 

Councilman Michael Gleason 
volunteered aS a “seven-day 
delegate” to the Manpower 
Agency, which is holding its 
first meeting April 24. A per- 
manent delegate and alternate 
are to be named. 

Councilmen heard complaints 
about dogs, an attacking cat 
and a dark intersection which 
needs a street light. Thy heard 
City Attorney Lawrence D. Sal- 
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er describe the recount proce 
dure, which now requires an- 
other Council canvass, an ap 
propriate resolution and swear- 
ing in of the person elected by 
reason of recount. This will be 
held next Monday night, when 
Jack Rosano, who came out 10 
votes ahead of Jean Tenret for 
the Board of Education, will be 
sworn in. 

Dario Meniketti congratulated 
the two new councilmen, Pat- 
rick Griffin and Michael Glea- 
son, offering them advice on 
how to conduct themselves. 
Both men thanked him for his 
comments. 

Councilman Griffin appointed 
Samue) Dows to the Planning 
and ‘Zoning commission and 
William Woolworth to Park and 
Recreation commission. Council- 
man Gleason appointed Ronald 
Egherman to the Planning com- 
mission. Mayor Clark said he 
does not believe appoinments 
have to be confirmed by Coun- 
cil, but on advice of Saler who 
said the charter and code are 
not consistent, the appointees 
were confirmed.

Richard O. Ciark squeaked

Voting against him were 
Councilmen George Hein and 
Pat Griffin. 

His election followed the tra- 
ditional canvassing of the votes 
and the untraditional election of 
the vice mayor first. Clark nom- 
inated Michael R. Gleason as 
vice mayor. He was elected 
unanimously. 

Mayor Clark said he was hap- 
py to be mayor again, adding 
that if voters decide in June to 
elect directors for Bay Area Ra- 
pid Transit District, he will run 
for the BART board. He said it 
is refreshing to see new faces 
on the Council and expressed 
hope for unity within the city.
